Although the utmost precautions 
have been taken, cholera aas broken 
out, and it is reported that four 
deaths have occurred. | 

Gen. Caneva has addressed a 
proclamation to the inhabitants, as- 
suring them they have not been en- 

slaved by Italy. On the contrary, they 
have been liberated from a yoke un- 
der which they ‘nave been laboring 
for years. They will be ruled by their 
own chiefs under the patronage of 
the King of Italy. Religious and civil 
laws will be respected and taxes will 
be reduced or abolished.

Orders have been 
issued for the assembling of a fleet of 
warships in the Yangtse Kiang River. 
According to official reports. at 
least 10,000 troops have mutinied in 
the province of Hu Peh alone. 
There is an unconfirmed repo 
that the revolutionaries occupi 
Chang Sha on October 10. 4 
Large bodies of troops are guarding 
the palace ‘here. 
A telégram from Hankow states that 
at the most four bataliong remain 
leyal. It is known three Wu Chang 
regiments of infantry and one regi- 
ment of artillery revolted.

WHY CORN is KING. | 


Is Raised By the Billion Bushels 
and Used for Multitude Purposes, 
Especially Hog Ralsing. 

(Philadelphia Press:] Corn is the 
king of the grains in the number of 
bushels produced and in all-around 
usefulness, declares Farm Machinery. 
It is the foundation for the livestock 
industry in the United States, espe- 
clally hog raising. | 

Corn is used directly for food by 
thousands of people, in the f of 
corn bread, hominy and en- 
cellent (lishes. Indirectly it is the 
food for'the entire ‘meat-eating world, 
but aside from its food uses there 
are many others that many peopl 
never heard about. . 

eople who like to talk in millio 

and billions should revel in 2 
the corn crop. Corn was the gift of 
the New World to the Old. It prob- 
Now it ts 
grown all over the world, and the 


000,000 bushels. The United States 
furnishes two-thirds of that total. 

Every year some new use is found 
for corn. In the old days there were 
only two ways to dispose of it—to 
feed it to cattle, and, in the shape of 
cornmeal, to some people. The meal 
had to be for local consumption, be- 
cause when made, as it then was, 
from the whole kernel, it soon became 
rancid. 

From the germ, which is separat 
from the kernel’ in the milling 
process, the oil is extracted by 
chemical and mechanical processes, 
and constitutes a product which is 
coming into use in the manufacture 
of paint. | 
Tue vulcanized oil is used extehstve- 
ly in surfacing Hnoleum and ollcloth, 
and is applied to a number of other 
purposes. After the oil is extracted 
there is left a valuable residuum, 
known as corn of) cake, which is sold 
here and abroad, and is used 1! 
fattening of shéep and other ani 
Nearly 60,000,000 pounds of this ma- 
terial are annually shipped to Great 
Pritain and Germany, and there 
by farmers, who find it cheaper than 
materials of a similar. nature which 
they can grow at home. 

A corn product which is comi 
to extensive use is glucose, 
from starch, water and sulphuric 
acid. Confectioners use large q 
tities of glucose, which is a colorless, 

eetish syrup useful as food when 
properly taken. Nearly 200,000,000 
pounds of glucose are sent out 9 this 
country eich year to all parts of the 
world. 
From cornstarch also comes dextrin 
of several kinds, used extensively in 
the making of glue, paste and 
muctilage. When one licks a postage 
stamp ond gets a taste of dextrin, 
favored often with some harmless 
preservative. 

One other use of corn may be men- 
tioned as in all probability having an 
important bearing on future in- 
dustrial pursuits, Denatured alcohol 
is already extensively manufactured 
from corn, both at home and abroad.

‘The talesmen will read Lines, 
play cards and smoke. They will 
make up games for their delectation 
while housed for the night. From 10 
until 6 o'clock, they will be in court, 
After supper each evening they will 
be put in their rooms for the night 
under constant guard. 

This procedure has been eed 
upon by the prosecution and defense. 
Usually in murder cases the jury is 
not locked up until the panel is com- 
plete, but in the present case many 
features render every precaution 
necessary. 

It was feared that attempts might 
be made to intimidate or cajole some 
of the talesmen.

CROSS-TOWN LINE IS POSSIBLE 
WITH NO NEW TRACKS. 


—— — 


Uulities Board Believes It Has Dis- 
covered Way to Get Privileges 
‘Through Application of Pacific 
Electric to Turn Old Santa Monica 
Steam Road Into an Electric Line. 


A cross-town railway line and 
transfers, without the consiruction of 
any new tracks are what President 
Works of the Board of Public Utili- 
ties thinks can be obtained as the re- 
sult of the Pacific Electric Railwey 
Company's request to be permitted to 
clectricize the old Santa Monica line 
of the Southern Pacific Company on 
Santa Monica avenue. 

It all depends on whether for ten 
minutes or an hour or so, the Pacific 
Electric owned the old Traction Com- 
pany’s holdings—ihe old Hook line. 
The transfer of railway holdings to 
the Southern Pacific Company and to 
Henry E. Huntington are involved, 
at the time the properties were rear- 
ranged and segregated, Huntington 
taking the city lines and the South- 
ern Pacific the county roas, 

The old traction line ran to West 
Jefferson, South Verment, West 
Eighth, West Lake Park and up the 
hill to West Adams, and ran red, yel- 
low and green cars to the different 
localities reached by its main lines and 
branches. All these were turned over 
to the Southern Pacific at the time of 
the change of ownership and were re- 
‘wansfered to the Los Angeles Rail- 
way Corporation. In the tangle of 
transfers. President Worke hopes to 
find that for a moment the Pacific 
Electric actually owned the Hook 
lines, and if it did, then he believes 
transfer privileges can be forced from 
the Pacific Electric, if the anta Moni- 
ce line is to carry paseengers, as the 
company desires. In any event. 
Works thinks the privilege can de ob- 
tained from the company before the 
permission shall be agreed to by the 
city and made part of the agreement, 
Just as if it were part of a franchise. 

The permit asked by the Pacific 
Electric is to operate the old lines 
by electricity that is now used for 
the carrying of freight by steam pow 
er. The line runs along ant Monica 
avenue from the western city limits 
to Main street, thence along irtieth 
street to Central avenue, where it 
turns in a apd makes a 
junction with Southern Pacific 
tracks on Alameda street. 

Works’ idea is that, if the com- 
pany electricises this line, it may 
have to grant transfer privileges to 
passengers anyway, providing the Pa- 
eine Electric for a few moments 
owned that old Hook line. But in 
any event, the Board of Public Utili- 
ties believes that transfer privileges 
can be obtained from the newly elec- 
tricized road to Vermont avenue and 
Long Beach avenue cars. 


‘WOULD TIE CITY. 
RAILWAY AND BRIDGE. 

An obstacle has been encountered 
to the joint use of the bridge across 
the Arroyo Seco at Avenue 20 by the 
city and the Los Angeles Railway 
Corporation, and the company has re- 
turned to the City Engineer the draft 
of am agreement that he had drawn 
and submitted. He has referred it 
to the Board of Public Works. 

Among the changes asked by the 
railway company is that the olty and 
company divide the cost of construc- 
tion of the bridge of reinforced con- 
crete, that it be constructed by the 
city, and that the city have the right 
to use the part occupied by the rall- 
way tracks. The company asks 
further that this paragraph be in- 
serted: “Provision to be made for 
the refunding to the Los Angeles Ratl- 
way Corporation of its just interest 
in the bridge in case its right to op- 
erate Cars Over the same ceasecs.’’ 

The company's franchise for the 
line that uses the bridge runs until 
1943, and the City Engineer points 
out taht the priviae requested might 
prevent the city trom granting a fran- 
chise to any other road to operate a 
Une on the bridge before the termina-

poration’s franchise. 

The Board of Public Works will 
submit the question to the City Attor- 
ney for his opinion. If the agree- 
ment, as suggested, would not restrict 
the rights of the city, he is te draft

The voters of California have cast their 
ballots in favor of abolishing representative 
government and adopting that of Athenian 
democracy or New England town meetings.

State a republican form of government.

The operations of the initiative may cost 
the State a good deal of money in the ex- 
pense of frequent elections to vote fool laws 
that a small percentage of. the voters would 
have the power to propose. An act, for in- 
stance, to subject all church property to 
taxation the same as other property would 
receive support from people who on Sunday 
go to baseball matches and auto races. An 
act to abolish all laws for the collection of 
debts might cause the taking down of signs 
which bear the pernicious motto, “Your 
credit is good.”

eral approval. An act to limit the speed of 
autos to six miles an hour within city Um- 
its and making it an offense punishable with 
life imprisonment for a chauffeur to turn a 
corner without honking like a flock of wild 


geese on a rampage would prove very sat- 


isfactory to pedestrians. 

The divorce laws might be amended so 
as to dispense with service of summons by 
publication and require personal service 
within the State by a Sheriff or deputy 
certified to be such by a clerk of a court 
of record. Such a law would greatly add to 
the floating population of Reno or Yuma. 

Since legislation 1s to be taken away from 
the Legislature and lodged in the hands of 
an intellicent and wise people, why not 
have a regular jamboree of law-making?

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DANIEL COME TO JUDGMENT. 
| Did you read, patriotic American citi- 
zen, the little excerpt in the papers of 
Thursday morning from the address deliv- 
ered by Archbishop Ireland before the So- 
ciety of the Army of the Tennessee in 
union at Council Bluffs, Iowa? If you d 
not you better betake yourself to a news- 
stand or a newspaper office or, better still, 
send and get the whole address. 

It is not very often that The Times feel» 
jv stified in quoting a clerical who dips into 
politics. We have the highest possible re- 
spect for the clergyman preaching the Gos- 
pel of Christ, but not so high an opinion of 
the cloth when it is well daubed with ward 
politics. 

‘Archbishop Ireland is a man of different 
mind and Spirit. He has earned the high 
place he occupies in American politics by 
the close, careful attention he has given the 
subject. He generally knows as well what 
he is talking about when he discusses the 
Constitution of the United States as when 
on some point in the catechism of his 
church. If he has ever “gone off half- 
cocked” the event has eseaped our atten- 
tion or slipped from our memory. Referring 
to the recall, this clear-minded, patriotic 
prelate says: 

And now the clamor is heard through 

the land that the organization of Amer- . 

jean democracy such as the framers of 

our Constitution willed it. such as the 
republic has known it for a century 
and & quarter, must be altered, torn 
asunder under the pretense that with 
it the people do not govern with suffi- 
client directness.

over the surface of the life of nations, 
fanned for the time being by the breezes 
of passion or social unrest, soon to point 
back into the tranquil seriousness of 

thought usually underlying the govern- 
ments of the masses of the people, to be 
there buried in oblivion. Democracy— 
mobocracy—never.” 


URY DUTY. 

J The tendency of modern legislation is 
to prevent the entrance into the jury box 
of men with trained and developed powérs 
of reasoning. Clerzymen, physicians and 
lawyers are exempt. Judicial, civil and 
military officers of the United States are 
exempt. State, county, city and township 
officers are exempt. Teachers in schools, 
academies and universities are exempt. Sec- 
retaries and stenographers to attorneys are 
exempt. Keepers or attendants of an alms- 
house, asylum, hospital or any. charitable 
institution are exempt. Attendants engaged 
in any State, county or city prison are ex- 
empt, Express agents, mall carriers and 
employees on a vessel are exempt. Tele- 
phone and telegraph officers and operators 
are exempt. Keepers of ferries and toll- 
gates are exempt. Superintendents, engl 
neers, brakemen, motormen and conductors 
on railroads are exempt. Active members 
of a national guard and members of a paid 
fire department are exempt, and detectives 
and drivers of public garbage wagons are 
exempt. 

Persons who are qualified for admission 
to asylums for the feeble-minded are not 
exempt unless they are actually exempt. 
Journalists are not exempt, but seldom or 
never, save as they always have unqualified 
and highly intelligent opinions concerning 
everything in the heavens above, and the 
earth beneath, and the waters under the 
earth. 

The work of selecting a jury from the 
eligibles is in any noted case neither a short 
job nor a merry one. Men who for any rea- 
son do not wish to serve on a case make 
it their business to inquire. into the facts 


with: if not sufficient to sustain a chal- 
lenge for cause, will yet cause them to be 
challenged peremptorily by whichever party 
believes the opinion to be against him. On 
the whole, while there is ample material 
left for juries notwithstanding the exemp- 
tions, yet the inconveniences of the system 
are great. 


ECAUSE HE WOULD NOT’ GROVEL. 

President Taft received a high compli- 
ment from the Central Union Labor Council 
of Portland, Or. His neglect to grovel at 
the feet of Gompers was made the subject 
of bitter denunciation by the “labor lead- 
ers” who toil not—except with their over- 
worked jaws—and who do not spin—except 
around town among the gin mills. 

The C.U.L&. of Portland held a special 
meeting and “resoluted” against President 
Taft. They declared their belief that he is 
making a swing-around-the-circle speech- 
making tour in order to “discredit and de 
feat the Oregon system of government,” 
meaning thereby that the “resoluters” are 
“the Oregon system of government.” The 
President was classed as “a tool of those 
special interests who know that their grab 
and thief games must epeetily come to 

end. 

The C. U. L. C. declared that special inter- 
esta “have secured President Taft just as 
the slave power of the South used President 
Buchanan to defend slavery against the 
great movement for human liberty.” They 
“charge that President Taft is an able and 
willing tool of our billionaire trusts” (not- 
| withstanding his breaking up of the Stand- 
ard Ou and tobacco trusts.) They “charge 
that, as Federal judge, he practically made 
slaves of railroad men by issuing injunc 
tions” (forbidding them from beating strike- 
breakers.) They “charge that President 
Taft in the Philippine Islands tried to have 
free Chinese emigration there so as to use 
the Philippines as a bridge to flood the Pa- 
cific Coast States” (with a moon-eyed Mon- 
golian horde who would have had no diffi- 
culty in paddling from Manila to San Fran- 
cisco.) They “charge that President Taft, 
to further demonstrate his enmity to the 
rights and liberties of the common people, 
denouhced the boycott of union men against 
unfair employers as Illegal.“ 

Finally, they “charge that President Taft 
in his peace treaty tried to gain power to 
himself and his arbitrators to permit the 
abrogation of laws now excluding Chinese 
from the United States.” 

The committee, consisting of two Poles, 
one anarchist and one American idiot, were 
instructed to procure forty-eight copies of 
the resolutions to be forwarded to the Gov- 
ernors of the several States.

Just now the boxing game 10 coming 


in tor a great deal of criticism in al- 


most every section of the country. 
There are a great many people who 
believe thaa the sport should be abol- 
ished entirely. This should not be so, 


for boxing, when properly conducted, 


is the greatest athletic sport in the 
world, writes Bat Nelson in an eastern 
newspaper. ‘ 

The trouble with the game is the 
fact hat all boxers, managers and pro- 
moters are not honest. The, better ele- 
ment is making drastic efforts to drive 
out the crooks and the hoodlums, but 
— 4 have not yet completed their 
task. 

Some reformers. would limit the 
number of rounds and do away with 
giving decisions. The first idea has 


‘some good and bad points to it. Per- 


sonally, I believe in finish fights. But, 
if we are to save the sport we must 
have plenty of six, eight and ten- 
round bouts. 

When a title is at stake, however, I 
believe in the men fighting to a finish, 
where the man with the most strength, 
Skill and. all-around ability is certain 
to come out on top.

“The construction of a canal from 
ocean to ocean was a scheme early 
contemplated in the history of Amer- 
ica.” he said, in part. “Indeed, the 
discovery of this continent was inci- | 
dental to an attempt to facilitate com- 
merce by discovering a shorter route 
to India. Nature provided in this 
neck of land extending from Nicara- 
gua to the Atrato River in Columbia 
@ sufficient barrier to deter all but 
the most stout-hearted engineers, and 
one which required for its removal 
almost unlimited financial resources. 

“Although the United States had 
spent hundreds of thousands of dol- 
lars in investigations and surveys, it 
was not until 1902 that we were defi- 
nitely committed to the construction 
of a canal. Political events followed 
thick and fast in Columbia when she 
failed to atithorize the transfer of the 
rights and property of the New 
French Company to the United States, 
and the result was the separation of 
Panama from Columbia by 4 revolu- 
tion. The United States promptly 
recognized the independence of 
Panama, the transfer of the rights 
and property of the French company 
was effected and the construction of 
a canal was inaugurated. .. 

“A most necessary part of the work 
in the Panama zone is that of sanita- 
tion. To realize what this department 
has done requires a visit to the isth- 
mus. I would advise the engi- 
neers of this city who wish to visit the 
country to go in January or February 
to avoid the rains. From being the 
pest hole it was when the United 
States took charge, the chairman is 
able now to report regularly no case 
of yellow fever originating on the 
isthmus during the year.

_ [Toledo Blade: ] Government census 
figures on the debts of American 
municipalities furnish concrete facts 
and the basis of sound argument in 
favor of genera} adoption of the com- 
mission plan of government in the in- 
térest of economy and efficfency. The 
growing conviction that taxpayers are 
not getting their money's. worth is 
strengthened by the census showing 
that it costs $32.14 per capita to run 
the cities of the United States. The 
aggregate of 158 cities of more than 
30,000 population was double the in- 
terest-bearing debt of the nation and 
these cities spend $770,000,000 an- 
nually. 

Per capita expenditures of the cities 
included in the tabulation show that 
schools receive §6.36; streets, $5.46; 
health, $2.90; interest on public debt, 
$2.80; police, $2.25 and admjnistra- 
tion, $2.03. 

Though the government does not 
classify separately cities which have 
adopted the commission form of gov- 
ernment, the showing made by them,

While 
she was telephoning the alarm the fire 
spread with amazing rapidity, and the 
entire structure, which occupied a 
space of 75x150 feet, was doomed be- 
fore the arrival of the department.
